to one Lieutenant Palmer, then comm. Hiding the 
United States trOOVB stationed in that county, 
wiih instsuctiotis to suffer no one to vote whose 
name was inscribed thereon. 

The origin of this system of proscription, how- 
ever, dates .-till further back, it is stated in the 
deposition of James II. G. Bosh, that at a meet- 
ing of those whom he calls '•true Union men," 
held in Frankfort, dining the month of .May la>t, 
and which meeting was held with closed doors, 
W. L. Neale was nominated as a candidate for 
Treasurer of thc^State. The meeting was address, 
ed by General Palmer and others. 'I'he speech 
of GeneraiJ 'Palmer was correctly reported in the 
newspapers at the time, but its purport is not re- 
membered by the » itness. ' Some of the speak- 
ers alluded to the tact that martial law ought to 
be continued in Kentucky, uud that rebels and 

rthel sympathizers outfit not In he aUoicett in vote, 
and that the military oujht to interfere for that. 
pu J'Se sf j lint no resolution to that effect was 
adopted." The) >rder of General Palmer, issoedjnsl 
before the election, in direct pursuance of these 
sui/i/estions, is fresh in the recollection of the 
Senate. Another order, issued by "Bievet Brig- 
sdier General J. F. Wade," then commanding 
the iniliinrv district of which the county of Clarke 
formed a part, and dated August 4th, I '65, ui- 
reels the strict observancefOl the older of General 
Palmer: directs a guard to be stationed iu the 
immediate vicinity of the nulla nl the different 
precincts, and warns all persons included in Gen- 
eral Paluiei'a order to absent themselves from 
the [polls on the day of clec.ion, on pain uf "arrest 
and trial by military commission " 

On the morning i>T the election, I/cut. Palmer, 
sui.puted by a squad of armed Soldiers, mule 
his appearance at the polls iu the town Of Win- 
c'listir. and before any votes had been received, 
presented to the judges of election a list contain- 
ing one hundred and twenty-six mimes of parsons 

who, as he informed them, would not be allowed 

to vote under any circumstsnces. He further 
stated, that if any one of those persons should 
attempt to vole, he would be inimc Mutely arrest- 
ed; that he intended to hold the election under 

ihe tilde. H of Gen. Palmer, and dial if not so held, 
it should not be held at all. The judges of elec- 
tion therefore announced that if. not suffered to 
hold the election according to the laws of ihe 
Stale, deciding for themselves upon the qu tliflca- I 
tions of etch voter as he should present himself,! 
they would close the polls; and being forbidden ' 
so to hold the election, they closed the [tolls, t yi<l 
nude an official report of the facts to the county ! 
court. Tnus no election was held at Winchester. 

A t Germantown Precinct the same scene was: 
enacted, with the additional that the judges were 
threatened .wish arr est by the military if they 
should refuse to proceed with the election. But 
these threats were ineffectual, and the polls were 
closed without any vote being cast The num- 
bar of names on the proscribed list at this precinct 
was eighty-two. 

At Bine Ball precinct the soldiers appeired i 
with a list of filly-nine names, none of whom were 
allowed to vote. All who voted after their ar- i 
rival were required by them to be sworn, without 
regard to the duni-ion of the judge) upon their j 
qualifications. One voter, en old man, who declared | 
that he had during his whole life been the Mend 
of the Union, but not an abolitionist, w is ordered 
by the soldiers to leave the ground, instantly and 
was comucllcd to do so without being allowed to 
vote. 

At Princeton precinct one of the judges, on j 
being presented by the soldiers with a list of pro- 
scribed volets, drew out an act of the Legislature, 
and declared his purpose to be guided by it alone. 
The sheriff concurred with him, and b >th were 
then arrested by the military, rem >ved from the ■ 
polls, and new officers appointed in their stead. j 
About one hundred names were proscribed at this 
precinct. 

At Goode's precinct the Soldiers were in at- 
tendance with a list of fifty-six pers >ns, of whom, 
it serins, however, about one hall were afterwards 
permitted to vote, (toe of the judges wished to 
discontinue the elecii in b ciiisc 01 the military 
interference, but was deterred from doing so. by 
the statement of his c i idju 'or, mule alter con- j 
saltation with the officer in command, that he 
"would get into trouble" if he did not proceed 

with the election. 

At Kiddville soldiers were also present at t j 
polls; but if anViUCOount is given by the witness- 
es of their conduct, it his escaped the n ilice of 
the committee. 

These are all ihe places at Which the p ills were 
open iu the Bounty of Clarke at ilu August elec- 1 
lion. 

It thus appears that in a county voting ordi- 
narily aboutefeven hundred, more than four hun- 
dred voters were absolutely disfranchiacd by the 
directicn of. a Deputy Assessor of the United 
States and b ill a dozen private individuals, aeling 
under the ins ructions of an Assessor of the Uui- ' 
tod St ites resident in another county. It most 
not be supposed tint the persons thus disfranchis- 
ed, or even a m ijOrlly of them, were aetu illy dis- 
qualified as voters under our e'e 'lion laws. Mr. 
Sympson, who seems In have been the principal 
party concerned in nuking Out the lists, slates (iu 
his de msitlou, which is herewith returns I ] th ii 
not only did they contain the names -if returned ; 
rebel soldinrs, bin also the panes of tlinse "who 
uere eoatidrrtd in word vr died aVefosut, snd of 
decided rebel sympathisers." Numerous witness- 
es testify to ihe fact that the lists also included 
lie n unes of many men who had been consistent 
friends and advocates of the Union, though op- 
posed to the policy ot the .Administration. How 
many other voters yvere deterred from the polls 
by the conduct of the military, is of course un- 
known. 

In the county of M tdison the same policy was 
pursued, though to s less extent. The m Joiitv 
of the committee did not feel it to be necessary to 
their purp 'Se to detain the Sein e with further! 
details Enough has been already shown amply 
to establish lbs Statement that ihe election in - 
those 0" unties was neither "free" or "equal." as 
required by the Constitution. Nor do they feel 
inclined to speculate as to what the result would 
h ive been h id there been no military interference 
with the election. It is sufficient for the Senate 
to know th it the elec i in was unfairly, illegally, 
i and violent!} ctrried by the |iolitical friends of 
Mr Allan. Willi what would have happened, 
had it been ditfe.ently conducted, they have prop- 
erly no concern; but the in ij irily of the commit- 
tee e innot avoid ihe observation that unlawful 
means would hardly have been resorted to for the 
purpose of electing .Mr Allan unless there was ' 
good reason to believe that without them he 
would be defeated. 

The committee were requested by Dr. Allan to 
stale in their report that there was no evidence that 
the military interference wsa solicited by him. The 
m UOrity of the committee cheerfully comply with 



this request, »* there is no such evidouce.- Hut, , 

at ihe same time, thcir,duty compels the State- 
ment, that sue i interferedee was asked for by, 
and granted at the solicbalion of, his political 
frieods who deal rod his election; that he knew 
that it had been granted before the day of the 
election; and that he was present at one of the 
precincts and witnessed that interference without 
effort to prevent it. In the opinion of the m j ir- 
ily of the committee, the duty of the Senate 
would be the same, h id the successful candidate 
been w holly ignorant of the use of illegal means 
to secure bis election. This proceeding has not 
for its object the punishment of Mr. Allan, but 
the vindication of the right of the people to a j 
tree election. 

In concluding the'r comment upon the testi- . 
monv, the majority of the committee desire to add, 
litat, so far as they have been able to ascertain, 
no tact has been here staled which has been even 

attempted to be controverted by testimony. The 
witnesses from whose stitementfl they have most 
largely quoted are the judges and officers of the 
election. 

I u view of all the facts, thev recommend lo the 
Senate the pasaige of the following resolutions: 

1st. Tut ihe election in the 39th Senatorial 
District, which resulted iu the return of A. S. 
Allan as the Senator e'e -t, "was not "free and 
<qi a' ' within the meaning of the Constitution; 

said, 

21. That the seat of A. 8. Allan be th.-r.'fnre 
declared vacant, and the Speaker lie directed io 
issue his warrant according to law for a new 
election to be held iu said District to supply the 
vacancy. 

And iu view of the proved participation of John 
M. Palmer, Major General; J. F. Wade, B.iga- 
diei General; C. B. Palmer, Lieutenant in the 
army of the United Stales; of David S. Good toe. 
Assistant Assessor of Internal Revenue of the 
United States lor the 7th Congressional District j 
ol Kentucky; and of W C. Sympson, his dep- 
uty for the county of Clarke, in the outrages up- | 
on ihe right of lice c!ecti"ii*, disclosed in this 
report, they recommend the passage of a joint; 
resolution respectfully requesting the President 
of the United States to dismiss from office John 
M. Palmer. Major General; J. F. Wade, Bievet 
Brigadier General; and C. B. Palmer, Lieuten- 
ant in the army of the United S'.ates; David S. 
Goodloe, Assistant Assessor of Internal Revenue 
of the United 1 States for the 7th Congressional 
District of Kentucky; and W. C. Sympson, his 
as.v.s ant for the County of Chr ke in said Dis- 
trict, because of their outrages upon the right of 
trie election iu Kentucky.

in order to deter voters from the [Kills; and the 
soldiers of the United States or tlieatute ot Kin- 
tucky were pieces) by tin ic commanding officers 
iu the vicinity of many of the polls; ami that at 
some of the polls they interfered to prevent a free 
expression of die will of the pe iple--al one of them, 
the officer in command actually requiring the 
judges lo receive the votes of three soldiers of 
the United States, w ho acknowledged themselves 
to be non-residents of the election district; yet, 
inasmuch as a lair average vote was cast at the 
Senatorial election, and it appears that those per- 
sons who appeared at the polls and actually offered 
to vote were, iu almost every instance, permitted 
to vote and that the votes of the threes iliiiers re- 
f erred to were thrown out by the board to com- 
pare the [mils, thev do not feel authorised to re- 
port ill favor of vacating the seat of the sitting 
Senator. 

While the committee are of opinion that tho 
Senate should unhesitatingly refuse a seal to any 
member whose return they may have reason to 
believe was procured by military interference or 
any illegal means whatever, or in any case where 
the election was not "free and equal," they are, 
at the same time, satisfied that such a power 
should be exercised with great caution, and in no 
spirit of pariisandiip. They, therefore, recom- 
mend lo the Senate the passage of the following 
resolution:

Rtpjrt of G.nc-iul Carl Scburz on tiie Condition 
of the South, Sec 

New Yoiik, December 2'i. 

The report of Carl Schurx on the condition of the 
South was published this morning. It is quite 
lengthy, filling sixteen closely-printed columns ol 
the TriLune. 

General Schurz. says that at the time he went 
South he found the people recovering from the 
! ecu liar stale of mind into which the surrender of 
Lee plunged them. He says the public mind was 
so despondent that If readmiasion at some luiure 
time, under whatsoever conditions, had been 
promised, it would have been looked upon as a 
lavor. The most uncompromising nbels pre- 
I in ed f ir leaving the country. The musses re 
inained iu a stale of fc irful expectance. 

He savs he now Muds four classes, whom he 
characterizes us follows: Fir*t — Those who 
although having yielded submission to I lie Na- 
tional Government only when obliged to do so, 
have clear peremptions of the irreversible changes 
produced by war, and honestly endeavor to ac- 
commodate iheiu-elves lo the new order of things. 

Second. Th >sc whose Object is to have ihe 
States without delay restored to their position and 
inthieuce in the Union, and the people of the 
States to the absolute control of their home con- 
cerns They are ready, iu order to attain that 
object, to make any ostensible concession that 
w.ll in. t prevent them from arranging things to 
suit their taste, us soon as th a object is attained. 

Third. Incorrigible* who still indulge in. -wag- 
ger, which was so cu.-luniary belore and during 
the war, and still hope lor the tune when the 
Southern Confederacy will achieve its indepen- 
dence. Tins cla.-s consists uio.»tly of young men, 
and comprises loiterers of towns and idlers ot 

the country. 

Fourth. The multitude of persons who have 
no di Bttite ideas about circumstances under w hich 
they live and about the course they have to I ol - 
low; whose intellec s are weak, but whose pre- 
judices and impulses are strong and who are apt 
to be Carried along by those who kuoiv how lo 
appeal to the latter. All these claeses he say- 
are agreed that further resistance to the p iter of 
the National Government is useless uud submis.- 
sion lo its authority a matter of necessity. 

All movements in favor uf separation from the 
Union have therefore been practically abandoned, 
and resistance to our military forces on thai 
score has ceased. The General thinks this kind 
of loyally, produced by irresistible pressure of 
forces, is decidedly of a negative character. He 
gives prools, iu letters of Fcdeial Generals and 
others, ui' outrages committed by Ihe late rebels, 
and ol' their hostile ati nudes if the troops are 
withdrawn. He introduces testimony from ihe 
oliicers of the l''reedineo'> Bureau, and dwells al 
considerable length upon the status of negroes, 
an d Hie sentiments ot whites toward them. 

He thinks justice can only be secured by ex- 
ten iug the elective franchise. In ihe course ol 
his rein irks he Bays: Slavci are cm mcipated in 
point of tut in, but free labor has not jet been put 
iu tliuplace of slavery ill point of fact; and now, 
in tfic midst of this critical period of transition, 
the power which Originated the revolution is ex- 
pected to turn over i ; s whole luiure develop i cut 
to another power, which, from the beginning, was 
hostile to it, and has never yet entered into its 
spirit; leucine that class in whose favor it was 
made complete y without, power to protect itself, 
and to lake an nillaenu.il part iu tint develop- 
ment. 

The history of the w orld w ill be searched in 
vain for a proceeding similar lo this which did 
not lead either lo a rapid and violent reaction or 
io most serious troub e and civil disorder. I 
believe it will prove far more dangerous for the 

integrity of a loyal anil-government if national 

Control iu the South be discontinued; while, by 
discontinuing it too soon, it may be rendered nec- 
issary again in the future, when, hv continuing it 
but lor a limited time, all such future necessity 
may be obviated 

He advocates the encouragement of education 
among the tVeedmen; and, in his conclusion, 
in dies the following remarks: 

'I'he loyalty of the masses, and most of the 
leaders of tneSouthern people, consists in sub- 
mission to necessity. 'I'he emancipation of the 
slave is submit e l lo on y in so far as chattel 
slavery in the oid form could not be kept up; bat, 
although the t'reedui iu is no longer considered 
the property of an individual master, he is con- 
sidered the slave of society, and all independent 
State legislation will show the tendency to make 
him such. 

Practical attempts on the part of the Southern 
people lo deprive the negro of his rights us freed- 
men may result in bloody collisions, and will 
certainly plunge S >uthern society into restless, 
Snctttattngi and anarchical confusion A solution 
of the problem will be very much facilitated by 
enabling all loyal and free labor elements of the 
South lo exercise healthy influence upon legisla- 
tion. It will hardly be possible to secure freed- 
mcn against oppressive class legislation and 
private persecuti -n, unless he be endowed w ith a 
certain measure ofpolitie.il power.
